Drawings 

the drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: an amplifier circuit 102 (page 9, line 14). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, there is no support for "a second amplifier device output signal" since 
there is no "second amplifier device" recited. 

In claim 3, it is unclear as to whether "a second back into a first state" recited in 
last line is additional limitation "a first to a second state" as previously cited in lines 3-4. 

Claims 2, 4-6, 8 are similarly rejected as claim 1 regarding "the second amplifier 
device output signal". 

Claims 3, 7, 9-13 are rendered indefinite by the deficiencies of claim 1. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pantelakis et al (U.S Patent No. 6,275,070). 

Pantelakis et al disclose in fig. 4 an integrated circuit including: 
a voltage converter device (122) for converting a signal (CLOCK) at an initial 
voltage level (VDDX) into a signal at a second voltage level (VDD) which is different to 
the initial voltage level (VDDX), the voltage converter device (122) containing an 
amplifier device (156), characterized by that for generating signals at the second 
voltage level (VDD), a second amplifier device output signal (CLK) is used in addition 
to, and differing from, a first output signal (CLKB) of the amplifier device (156) as recited 
in claim 1. 

The first and second amplifier device output signals (CLKB, CLK) are mutually 
complementary signals as recited in claim 2. 

The limitation recited in claim 3 is seen to read directly in Fig. 4 of Pantelakis et 
al: for example: triggers the signal at the second voltage level (VDD) to change from a 
first to a second state (from L to H state) and triggers the signal at the second voltage 
level (VDD) to change from a second back into a first state (from H to L state) as recited 
in claim 3.
